ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF SY. LOUIS.—At the meeting of 
March 20 an informal addrkss was given by Mr. S. Bent 


Russell on ‘‘Revetment of River Bank at the Chain of 
Rocks by the St. Louis Water Department.’’ Maps and 
general plans were exhibited showing the conditions and 
scheme of construction. Lantern slides were also ex 


hibited, showing the progress of the work at different 
times, the plant used in the work, et« The work.is esti 
mated to cost when complete about $80,000, and has ex 
tended over a period of about four years. The bank pro 
tected is about 6,000 ft. long and from 25 to 38O ft. in 
vertical height. The points of greatest interé are, the use 
of gravel concrete in the place of the usual rip-rap on the 
upper bank, and the method used to prevent the revetment 
being undermined at the toe of the slope where the work 
rested on soft material These methods include rip-rap 
dikes, brush mattresses, and aprons made df sawed lum 
ber bound together with wire cable and sunk with rip 
rap. Another point of interest is the treatment of the 
bank where it showed a disposition to slide or slough off 
At the next meeting a paper will be read by Mr. Louis 
Bendit on ‘“Treatment of Feed Water for Boilers.’’

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—In the March ‘Nineteenth 
Century and After’’ alee new title of an old and famous 
review—we find an account of the way in which British 
workmen in the building trades conduct operations. The 
writer declares that they loaf and idle away their time 
under protection of the unions and do not accomplish on 
the average more than four hours real honest work per 
day in return for their eight hours’ pay. As a result, he 
declares that the cost of building has increased by one- 
third in the last 15 years. His animadversions upon 
trade unions and their methods have a familiar ring; we 
have the same thing here, in almost every detail] that he 
enumerates. In the same magazine Mr. H. W. Wilson, 
who has become famous by his attacks on the British 
naval administration, delivers a characteristic broadside 
at the British navy. If we could believe Mr. Wilson, the 
supposed British superiority in sea power is mostly a 
sham; but he appears to be one of the sort of critics who 
blunt the force of their blows by their wholesale over- 
statements. 

The “‘Contemporary Review’’ for March opens with three 
papers on the South African situation, in one of which the 
writer describes experiences in an expedition with De Wet. 

The April *‘Forum’’ opens with a paper by Hon. Aldace 
F. Walker one the preliminary report of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission, in which he criticises in the sharpest 
manner the estimates of probable traffic through the canal 
which have been made by Prof. Emory R. Johnson. Mr. 
Walker says that the methods used by Prof. Johnson in 
his investigation ‘suggest the attitude of the advocate 
rather than the judge."’ In the same magazine, Mr. A. H. 
Ford writes on ‘‘Inland Waterways,’’ and shows himself 
extremely sanguine as to the future of water transporta- 
tion routes iN the United States. 

‘Harnessing the Sun”’ is the title of a paper in the April 
“World's Work,’’ which tells of the solar engine recently 
erected at the Pasadena, Cal., ostrich farm. Briefly de- 
scribed, it is a huge reflector, shaped very much like an 
inverted umbrella and made up of 1,800 glass mirrors 
each 3 ins. x 2 ft. These reflect the sun’s heat upon a 
slender boiler shell at the center of the umbrella and heat 
enough is in this way concentrated to furnish steam for 
a 15-HP. engine. The ‘‘umbrella"’ is about 35 ft. across 
and the whole affair must be about as expensive a prime 
mover for the power it develops as now exists. The ap- 
paratus was built by a Boston company, which has been 
working on the scheme for some time. It ts certainly 
interesting as a scientific toy; but its commercial pos- 
sibilities are yet to be demonstrated. Three excellent bio- 
graphical articles in the number relate to three men very 
much in the public eye just now, Messrs. Morgan, Car- 
negie and Chas. M. Schwab. The excellent portraits in 
this magazine are a notable feature. 

In the April ‘‘Atlantic’’ is the best analysis of the an- 
thracite coal situation and the real causes of the strained 


conditions between capital and labor in ‘that industry 
that has anywhere appeared. We commend the article to 
anyone who cares to trace the economic changes which 
have led to the present situation of the anthracite industry. 

Another paper in the same magazine to which we must 
award similar high praise is entitled ‘‘The Next Step in 
Municipal Reform.’’ The author, Mr. Edwin B. Smith, 
takes the position that the greatest cause of corrupt mu- 
nicipal government in this country is the franchise-hold- 
ing corporations which operate in city streets. He shows 
with much clearness that there is small chance of purify- 
ing our municipal political methods, until we remove the 
vast temptations to corruption that exist wherever fran- 
chise corporations control a city’s public utilities. The 
following is so good that we quote it: 

In most American cities, while the refusal of a grant 
to a public-service corporation settles nothing, every ma- 
jority in its favor, though secured by bribery, creates a 
contract, perhaps continuing for generations, whose ob- 
ligation may not be impaired. It is by this means that 
outrageous public wrongs become invulnerable vested 
rights. . . . it is quire time to emphasize the wide 
distinction between vested private rights and revocable 
public grants. 

In the April ‘‘Century,’’ Mr. Waldon Fawcett describes 
“The Transportation of lron.’’ A more accurate title would 
have been ‘‘the transportation of iron ore from Lake Su- 
perior mines to the furnaces.’’ The article by no means 
exaggerates the wonderful feats which have been accom- 
plished in cheap transportation on the Lake routes, and 
it is well worth the space which the *‘Century”’ gives to it. 
Mr. L. O. Howard, Chief Entomologist ef the Department 
of Agriculture, presents in the same magazine a summary 
of the investigations which have been made of the work 
of mosquitoes in disseminating malaria and of the later 
researches which indicate that.yellow fever is also spread 
by the same insects. The subject is one so intimately con- 
nected with the work of the sanitary engineer and with the 
work of !and drainage, that engineers will do well to 
post themselves upon it. 

So much public attention has been called to West Point 
recently and so many misleading and unjust things have 
been published concerning the Academy, that an article 
describing it and its record and methods is timely. Such 
a paper we find in the April ‘International Monthly,”’ 
written by Col. C. W. Larned, of the Academy. 

The ‘‘North American Review’’ for April contains the 
most important paper on the submarine boat for naval 
warfare that has anywhere been published. The paper is 
by Admiral Melville, and it points out in great detail just 
what are the difficulties in the operation of submarine 
boats thus far constructed and especially in the ‘‘Hol- 
land.’’” Admiral Melville is not an enemy of the sub- 
marine boat. He is indeed skeptical of their success, but 
he holds that experiments should be continued and that 
different inventors should be induced to compete with 
each other to the end that the type may be perfected to 
the greatest possible degree.

In conclusion, there is a table of dis- 
charges over Cippolettis’ trapezoidal weirs for lengths of 
1 to 20 ft. and heads of 0.01 to 3 ft., increasing by 0.01 
ft. The table was computed from the formula:
